RESULTS OF THE CHANGE. 


Mr. Lloyd George, says The Times, set out to. 
efiect a thorough reform in our antiquated 
peace methods of Cabinet-making, and to 
them to the necessities of war. We are afraid 
that he has been thinking too much of his 
Parliamentary majority to make the reform 
complete. It is not in this exhausted and unre- 
presentative House of Commons that his real 
strength lies; that is to be found outside. The 
real weak spot in his Administration is the in- 
clusion in it, practically without material 
change, of the Unionist element in the late 
Cabinet. There are Unionists as tired and ill- 
placed as any of Mr. Asquith’s colleagues, whom 
Mr. Asquith’s successor is about to take over. 
The Foreign Office, for example, is a depart- 
ment where a fresh and vigorous hand is parti- 
cularly needed. It is saturated with the dan- 
gerous traditions which brought us umprepared 
into war, and it seems to hanker after the 
doctrines of The Hague Conference days and 
the London Convention, which almost disarmed 
the Navy. Mr. Balfour, who, it is understood, 
will suceeed Viscount Grey, has shown indomi- 
table courage and resolution in his day, but it 
stands to reason that he is no longer the Mr. 
Balfour of the Irish troubles or the Mr. Balfour 
of the South African war. We cannot help 
recretting that he should be named for a post 
where ruthlessness is required to disperse a 
traditional miasma, and that he is to have as 
bis immediate colleague Lord Robert Cecil.

In 
their retreat they encountered German and 
Austro-Hungarian troops, and, pressed from the 
north, the greater part of them have already 
heen taken prisoners between the mountain 
range and the Danube. The pursuit is proceed- 
ing. The Ninth Army alone yesterday captured 
some 10,000 prisoners on the Alt. 

The inevitable fate of the forces cut off in 
Western Rumania has been realised. Colonel 
Zivo, with German and Austro-Hungarian troops 
under his command, compelled them to surrender 
on Wednesday. Their total number amounted 
to ten battalions of infantry, one squadron of 
cavalry, six batteries of artillery—in «ll 8,000 
men, with 26 guns. 

Turkish Official—North cf the Danube, ac- 
cording to the latest information, the number 
of prisoners and the amount of booty captured 
by our troops in battles before Bukharest «re as 
follows>-—Four thousand pwsoners, of whum 66 
are officers of different grides; 38 quick-firing 
field guns, of which two-are quick-firing 
10.5-centimetre howitsers; 100 wagons, full of 
ammunition ; 20 machine guns, three motor cars, 
thousands of rifles, and a great quantity of war 
materiai.

ANNUAL REPORT. 


The annual report of the Irish Agricultural 
Organisation Society, Limited, for the year end- 
ing 3lst March last has been issued. It states 
fhat the movement has suffered a very heavy 
loss through the illness of the President who, 
in consequence of a very severe and painful in- 
jury, has now been debarred from attending to 
public affairs for nearly six months. The Com- 
mittee have every reason to hope that his com- 
plete restoration to health is now only a matter 
of tume.

The Official Journal this evening published 
the following text of the notice announcing the 
blockade of Greece by the Alhes>—- — 

The French Republic, being in agreement with 
its Allies in deciaring a blockade on Greece, 
herewith announce the conditions under whith 
it will take place. 

“The blockade is declared to be effective from 
December 8ih, 1916, aí, 8 o'clock in the morning. 

“The bieckade applies tothe coasts of Greece, 
including the islands of Euboca,Zante,and Santa 
Maura, froma point situated 39 deg. 20 min. 
north latitude and 20 deg. 20 min. east Of 
Greenwich, to a point situated 39 deg. SO min. 
north latitude; and 20 deg. 50 min. east of 
Greenwich, as well as the isiands at present un- 
der the dependency or occupation of the Greek 
Boyalist authorities. 

“Tho ships of neutral Powers in the blockaded 
ports may come out freely until December 10, at 
S o'clock m the morning: Orders have been 
‘given to the Commander-in-Chief of the Naval 
Forces which are taking charge of the blockade 
to inform the local authorities of the present 
declaration.”

Mr. Clarke declared that, unless the 
Department of Agriculture or some such Boara 
acted immediately, it meant that the shortage 
of food in the coming summer might be as 
bad as in 1846 or 1847. The large grazing 
ranches in the country should be broken up 
and itioned into farms of 30 or 40 acres 
each. He advocated the prohibition of export- 
ing potatoes and other food products from 
Ireland. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Bolger (Wexford), in seconding, sug- 
gested that oats and potatoes, which were so 
essential in the matter of food production, 
should be included in the resolution. More 
land should be tilled in Ireland. Thousands of 
acres, apart from the rich tillage lands, were 


lying useless at Sir 
. Mr. Cullman, said that in his county 


an attempt had been made to revive land- 
lordism, and the matter had been brought 
before the attention of the Governmént. lit 
was all important to have ihe land suitable 
for tillage made available, and that lana- 
owners should not be permitted to make pront 
out of the war to the disadvantage of tne 
workers. On the question of wages, he fer 
that an arrangement might be come to. He 
held that it would be a good thing if they 
could have a small committee of that Council, 
representing all Ireland, to deal with the 
question on the lines suggested in the resolu- 
tion. By doing so they would arrange a com- 
ponte between employer, employed, and the 
partment. 

Mr. Slattery (Tipperary) said they were 
being continually told to increase their tillage. 
He knew that the merchants in the town of 

Fethard owned 1,000 acres round that town, 
and not one sod was turned, For a radius 
of five miles wund Tipperary there was no 
cillage whatever. 

Mr. McKenna (Cavan) said two important 
principles were involved in the matter of food 
production.

LETTER FROM LORD BERESFORD. 


A meeting of the Vegetable Products Com- 
mittee (Irish Branch) was held yesterday at the 
office of the Royal Horticultural Society, 5 
Molesworth street, Dublin. 

Major Bertram H. Barton, D.L., a vice-pre- 
sident, took the chair. 

Sir Frederick W. Moore reported that be 
work had been actively continued, and 
movement had not had to cóntend to any a... 
degree with the difficulty of waning enthusiasm. 
Instead of grumbling at the gtrain, the railway 
companies had met the Committee in every. pos 
sible way, and every. company had now come 
into line. One difficulty, which the Committee 
wanted to be widely known, was that it was 
now impossible to return empties, which only 
came back smashed to bits. The Committee 
had also had to contend with rising prices. 
Since they last met they had specialised in 
supplying the Irish bases, though not to the 
neglect of the Grand Fleet. Since the last meet- 
in April the Irish Branch had sent to the 
sailors ma Epplss, 5,500 sa a 1,500 Tbs. 
rapes, and lI, stones of onions. The grapes 
were purchased at 4id. a lb., when they were sell- 
ing in Dublin at 94d. and 10id. a Ib., so that 
they were really cheaper than a Su 
scriptions had been coming in steadily at the 
rate of £10 or £15 a week, in response to-the 
appeal which appeared regula arly im the Irish 
Times. As a result of the two-day /féte held in

It is unnecessary for me to dwell upon 
the reliable co-operation and continued su port 
in the work of this Committee that is bein 
done for the Navy im Ireland, which in itsel 
speaks volumes for the generosity and triotiam 
of one and all in the welfare of the ships’ com- 
panies. . . . It is with very great pleasure, 
indeed, that this Committee are forwarding a 
badge as a token of the Navy's thanks."

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GOLFING NOTES. 


The writer paid a visit recently to the New- 
eastie, County Down, links, and was agreeably 
surprised to find the course in such excellent 
order. Newcastle is always a fine winter course, 
and in~pre-war times many people chose the 
autumn or winter months for a visit in pre- 
ference to mid-summer. Considering that, ex- 
cept on Saturdays, the liúks are rarely 
patronised nowadays, it is to the credit of the 
Committee that they should keep the grecn in 
such excellent order. 

As regards comfort in ' 
and the excellence of its golf course, Newcastle 
ás second to no other town in Ireland. The 
hard-working people of Belfast, therough in the 
matter of their pleasures as in everything else, 
believe in receiving value for their money, and 
they certainly get it at Newcastle. On most of 
the days of the present week the weather .was 
favourable for play, yet there were never more 
‘than a couple of games in progress at the same 
time. It is quite different on Saturdays, when 
the links are well peopled, and at holiday times 
this well-known resort is still a big attraction 
for both Northerners and Southerners. 

The course as now played is in most respects 
the same as at championship time. A tem- 
porary green, which is really the old one which 
existed befcre the course was changed, 18 used 
at the third hole. This, while, of course, 
shortening the bole considerably, does not de- 
tract from its difficulties. The shortening of 
this hole consequently means the shortening of 
the fourth also, the tee for the latter being 
close to the third green.

tion in the canse of organic reform.” Thus 
they present themselves to us as men in 
the street talking to men in the street, 
mere voices in the forum of public opinion, 
who, having attained certain convictions 
which they regard as foundational, desire 
that the truth as it appears to them shall 
” made bés to others, and that ys 
ngers they so clearly perceive 
pointed out ‘lnativaly $ those who fail to 
see them. There is no doubt that the very 
modesty of this attitude will bespeak a 
favourable hearing to. the message the 
authors haye to utter—a message, indeed, 
whose rejection or acceptance involves t« 
the people of the United Kingdom no less 
an alternative, than that indicated in use 
title of this book. 

Voices have not been wanting in the 
wilderness during the past half century, 
pointing out that the sceptre of trade was 
passing from the British people by sheer 
negligence of the power which is sym- 
bolised. A deadly lethargy seems to have 
benumbed our faculties. Content to live 
on the tradition of industrial efficiency 
and wise statecraft which the builders 
of our business organisation and our in- 
stitutions had established for us, we have 
permitted the substance of both to escape 
from us and to pass into the hands of 
rivals who were aforetime content to learn 
from us the most elementary lessons. 
One thinks of Mr. Chamberlain's crusade 
against the innate viciousness of our 
methods of trade with foreign countries, 
and of his failure to impress our people 
with a higher concept than-the mere mah- 
ing of profits in business. One thinks, too, 
of Lord Roberts pleading with all the 
sanction of his great age and great experi. 
ence that we should, at least, be able tc 
defend, by our own efforts, the wealth of 
which we thought so much and the homes 
of which we seemed to think so little. 
Where such men as these have failed, the 
question will obtrude itself, “Can mea 
like our authors succeed?” They may not, 
indeed, be able to say at some not far dis- 
tant date “Alone we did it!” but there 
can, we think, be no doubt that they will 
have acquired much merit by their efforts, 
1 not be wholly in- 
effective in bringing about the awakening 
which is its object. 

The book may be roughly classified into 
three sections. The first is the proof that 
we have indeed slept while others worked. 
This is contained in the glossaries with 
which the work is. enriched and informed, 
and in which the fact of the decline cf 
our trade is proved to the most casual 
thinker.

The second part is comprised in those 
chapters which deal with the causes of 
that sleep. The list is an anpalling one. 
It has been given to the people which has 
pm ng Parliamentary institutions to the 
world to see those same institutions at 
home sink to the level of a local debatin 
society; the Party System, run to 
sn, the inevitable cliguery and shuffle- 
dom of electioneering, the insincerity of 
vociferous cries, the eternal water- 
ing-down of noble ideas by ineffectve com- 

romise, have all combined to ruin the 

nest democratic institutions in the world. 
The State had ceased to play a dominant 
part in the guidance of the actions of men, 
lies at the root of all national pro 

gress. The Government has ceased to 
govern; more and more it has become a 
question of. retention of office and a re- 
iteration of “sufficient unto the day.” 
With this atrophy of the State has come 
the atrophy of its greatest functions ; those 
great schemes which it should have directed 
since they were either, as economists put 
it, beyond the scope of ordinary trading 
firms to control, or of such importance to 
the life of the nation that the State could 
not entrust their carrying out to any other 
than itself, have been allowed to ome 
monuments of inefficiency. Of these the 
greatest is education, and it is appro- 
priate that Dr. Gray, one of the authors, 
and an eapenpees English Public School.

FALSE WITNESS. 

In the early days of the war a pamphlet 
entitled “ Appeal to the Civili World” 
was published by ninety-three German 
philosophers. This pamphlet contained six 
statements, all beginning with the words 
“It is not true.” In these statements it 
was denied that Germany was responsible 
fer the war, that she had deliberately 
planned the violation of Belgian neutrality, 
and, above all, that her soldiers had been 
guilty of atrocities in Belgium. “It is not 
true,” says the “ Appeal, ' “that a single 
Belgian citizen's life or property was in- 
jured by our soldiers except «heh the 
direst need demanded it.” In his book, 
“ Klokke Roland,” translated into English 
under the name of “False Witness,” the 
Danish t Johannes Jérgensen chal- 
lenges the denials of the ninety-three, and 
shows that the charges made against Ger- 
many are founded upon irrefutable evi- 
dence. “ False Witness ” deals principally 
with the fiendish cruelties inflicted on the 
civil population of Belgium by the Ger- 
man soldiery. Many instances of these 
horrors——-some of them too dreadful even 
to think on—are given in the book. It is 
the peculiar shame of Germany that these 
atrocities were not isolated acts committed 
by soldiers mad with the frenzy of battle, 
but that the majority were deeds done in 
cold blood, were part of a gettled policy, 
and were always condoned—frequently 
ordered—by the higher command. More 
than anything ever dane in war the (Ger- 
man treatment of the people of Belgium 
cries for vengeance ; and, should weariness 
of the war ever tempt us to agree to an 
unsatisfactory peace, the remembrance of 
their martyrdom must nerve our hands 
and steel our hearts to further and 
greater efforts. “False Witness” de- 
serves to be widely read. True, it con- 
tains little that is new, but it presents 
facts in a readable manner, and will be 
attractive to many who are repelled by 
the stilted language of official reports. It 
is pleasant to learn that in the author's 
native Denmark the book has had a. re- 
markably large circulation.

STORIES BY P. H. PEARSE. 


What a comfort it is to be able to write 
and think about Patrick Pearse on purely 
literary grounds; for here we find it a 
fruitful occupation.to study him,.and here 
his fine talents and deep love of Ireland 
are used to strengthen our love 6f her—not 
to make us hate her. The tragedy of the 
late rising has always appea to us not 
to be so much the loss of life and property 
it caused as the demonstration it 
gave that some of the best brains 
im Ireland had gone wrong, and had 
been lost to the best interests of _the 
State in some mysterious and perverted 
way. It has ever been the fate of Ireland 
that those who love her—love her “ not 
wisely.’ Pearse and Connolly, both men 
of much talent, are lost to Ireland early 
in life, to a country like ours needing every 
single able man to-guide her wisely. Surely 
this is a bitter tragedy. 

The stories before us have very much 
beauty in them. They are tales of the 
Western Irish peasants, originally written 
in Irish, now offered to as in the English 
tongue by the Rev. F. A. Fitzgerald, O.F.M. 
They bring us into touch with the sant 
mind as no stories, written by those in 
the upper classes—not even Miss Barlow 
—can. We read here of the ancient pre 
jedices and false “believings” which the 
uneducated t alone can deeply ac 
cept. To us the hatred of England, of the 
police of all law, are well-known fables. 

e do not really believe them or in 
them ; but the man who wrote these stories 
was so at one with the peasants that their 
beliefs for the time being became his. 

“The Mother” is Fame, ig the most per-, 
fect of the stories, short as it is; next, we 
think; the last story, “The ning 
Woman,” though it is artistically speilt 
by some ranting against England and the 
story against the policeman, which does 
not seem likely.
